1. SENAT HAS INFORMED US THAT POLITICAL CLEARANCE 

FOR ITS AIRLIFT ANNIVERSARY COMMEMORATION PLANS HAS NOW 
BEEN RECEIVED FROM BONN. FOLLOWING SCENARIO INCORPORATES 
SENAT'S LATEST PROPOSALS PRESENTED TO ALLIED MISSIONS 
TOGETHER WITH OUR OWN THOUGHTS AND COMMENTS: AS CHAIRMAN 
OF MONTH WE ARE IN TOUCH WITH BRITISH AND FRENCH MISSIONS ALONG 
SAME LINES. 

2. HONORED GUESTS WOULD INCLUDE THOSE SET FORTH PARA 4, REF B; 
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WE HAVE INFORMED SENAT IT SHOULD PROCEED TO EXTEND THOSE INVITA- 
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TIONS. WE ALSO BELIEVE IT WOULD BE APPROPRIATE TO

STAGED AT TEMPELHOF. (SENAT HAS SUGGESTED POSSIBILITY OF OPEN 
HOUSES AT EACH OF THE THREE AIRPORTS, BUT WE BELIEVE ONE
